Young Brother German to the ſaid Sir John: Young, and Mr. Robert Lawder of 
Beillmonth to be my Tutors, recomending the ſame perſons to be choſen by 
me for my Curators with this expreſs provi/o that they ſhould be no farder lya- 
ble by the acceptation of the ſaids Offices than conform to their atiual Tatromi- 
fions allenariy, and ſhould no ways be holden to compt for ſuch Omiſſions, 
but only todo ſuch Diligence as any provident man ts in uſe to do in his own 
Afﬀairs, diſpenſing with all Laws and Pratiques ja thecontrary, upon the faith 
of which Nomination and forcfaid Conditions therein expreſt, my ſaid Tutors 
accepted but now that the Tutory is ended, and [ havein Obedience to my 
Fathers Recomendation choſen the ſaid Sir [howas Stuart, Sir Jobr Fowlis,Mr, 
Jobn Menzies, and Archbald Toungto be my Curators they demurr to accept 
and are grown doubtful of the torſaid Proviſion in my Fathers Nominationin 
their Fayours, whereby it happens that both they and all others ſtand off from 
medling in my Afﬀeairs and and I amlike tobe quite deſtitute of all Afiftance 
ot Friends, during my whole Minority, notwithſtanding that my Father lefc 
much Buſineſs, and particulary many Book Debts that are like to periſh for 
want of the Afiſtance forſaid, and ſeing that this caſe is extraordinar, and 
that my ſaid Friends have already ated upon the Faith of the ſaid Nomination, - a 5 f1e*--. 
asalſo that our Law has no Remedy, when all perſons refuſe to be Curators, His 
Majeſties Care of Minors, extending no farder than Pupiliarity, 


May it therefore pleaſe your Grace and Lordſhips, in confideratio n of 
the Premiſles, to interpole your Authority to the ſaid Nomination and 
Proviſion therein expreſt, in favours of may ſaid Tutors and Curators, 
to theeffet they may both accept for the future, and be tafe both asto_ 
bygons, and in time coming, for all their AGings conform to the Truſt, 
and free of all hazards, whereof my Father has exprefſly freed them.
